She was born and brought upin Stoke by Naylandin the Coun- 
ty of S»ffolk,of very mean parents ; ſhe was alwaies (though able 
of body) indiſpoſed to labour,and therefore /as fince it appears) 
attended unto the Miniſtry of the VVord, and pretended great 
trouble of conſcience for years _—_ that ſhe might be 
pitied and relieved by others, When thoſe among whom ſhe li- 
yed, ſuſpeRed her trouble was not real, becauſe ( h ſhe fre- 
quently made a ſheyy of banging and drowning her ſhe ſel.

doing. They of #harfiel4, chicfly, Nicholas Ware, by trade a Shoo- 
maker, and Matthew Hall a Taylor, (their principal Speakers) appre- 
bended (he was pollcled wich a Devil, and that by their miraculous 
Faith, they could caſt him out ; to which purpoſe they keep ſome ps 
and nights of faſting and prayer : during which time, (the pretends 
ſelf ro ingly tormented of the Devil ; mttering bDlaſphetnous 
words again(t God, Chriſt, and the Holy Ghoſt,nort fit to be written; 
untill Hall and YYare,with her conſent, (grounding their pratice upon 
CMatth,21.21,2 2.) did call over her in the game ang power of Jcſus 
Chriſt, that the old ſcrpeat, or evil ſpirit ſhould come out of her ; at 
which words ſhe roared out, and lay forthe ſpace of balf an koure in 
ſach ſort, that in che apprehenſion of all about her, ſhe was dead ; after 
this ſhe revives, ſeems to be in a comfortable condition, and to havethe 
apprehenſion of Godslove and pardon of her fins : Much of this is 
contained in the Preface of their book. Notwithſtanding,afterwards 
ſhe had ſundry fits, (being skilfulto put her (elf into them at pleaſare) 
as a dead fir, a {triving fit,  bghing ,a painful fic at ber heart Kriving 
for life, aconghing fic, a deaf fic, « dumb fir, and a blind fit; of all 
which (he was cured, when either Nie.
